MR, J..D. BUTCHER GIVES 
ROTARY TALK.

The organfacrs would have liked 
to ropeat the performance in order 
to introduce still more’ people to 
the joys and beauties of ‘Folk 
Dances and Songs, but‘ second 
performance would hiave been very 
dificult to arrange and might havo 
Jacked the verve of the actual 
festival, for which ail tho per- 
formers wore keyed up to o high 
pitch, Apart from the labour of 
re-erccting awnings and providing 
seating necommodation agaln, it 
Is ovident that n Festival in which 
tavelye or more nationalities were 
co-operating and more than ‘200 
performers taking part could not 
ensily be repeated, But the in- 
terest manifested, and the good 
done by bringing so many nation- 
alities together under such happy 
auspices and Introducing them to 
the varied loveliness of traditional 
‘songs nnd dances, shows, we be- 
Heve, that such. a Festival would 
be welcomed 8 a regular event In 
the Colony and that it could play 
nn important part in the devalop- 
ment of fellowship between nll na- 
tionalities and classes. The. re- 
aponsibility and privilege of or- 
ganising such an event again de- 
volves upon St. Andrew’s Church 
and the Diocesan Girls’ School as 
thore to whom the initiation of the 
acheme was originally duc, and we 
should like to any that we hope to 
arrafige a’ similar Festival at a 
tuter date.

‘Two were Instant- 
ly killed, while the others received 
serious injuries and are now, In

The ground floor, os stated, Is 
occupied by a josa-paper shop, 
tho Chop Chau Kee, which has 
been doing a prosperous busincss 
with the wealthy Chineso of 
Caine Road. On the first floor 
above, the family of the proprietor 
lived, and such space ag could be 
spared was used as’ a store for 
paperware and fire-crackers. ° A 
marriage feast had cnlled away 
most of the menfolk and fokls 
from the premises, with the result 
that the only inmates Ieft behind 
were the proprietor and ‘his two 
young . daughters. These two 
girls had two schoolmates visiting 
them and all four were on the 
first floor. 7 


Crackers Under Stairs. 


It was unfortunate that fire- 
ernckers should happen to have 
been stored immedintely under the 
staircase, which became ‘quickly 
enveloped fn flames, with the result 
that the inmates on the floor above 
had no. possible chance of escape. 
With tho solitary exception of an 
adult male, all of them were either 
women or children, “They made on 
this floor n total of thirteen, all of 
whom pertshed. é 


Bodies in a Henp. - 


Their bodies were all found 
heaped one over the other around 
the top of the atairense, from 
which they appear to bave been 
driven back by the intensity of 
flames and then suffocated by the 
sulphurous fumes engendered by 
the firecrackers. 


An old woman, with her tivo- 
year-old adopted son In her arms, 
wns found dead [nn position which 
suggests that she had contemplat- 
ed throwing herself “from the 
verandah, 


Firemen received the call from 
Headquarters, were quick to locate 
the outbreak and secured water 
connexions within ten minutes, 
The first hose, was brought: into 
play from the street, and it appears 
to have an almost instantaneous 
effect as the building, from being a 
mass of flames, was soon in dark- 
ness.. Next, as other appliances 
reached the, spot, two 
other hoses were carried’ up to 
verandahs of the houses directly 
opposite the burning building, 
form which effective work was 
performed, Further: good heads 
were secured on the flumea_ by two 
lines giving direct means of 
approach to the burning staircase, 
contributing vastly to the remark- 
ably quick time in which the out- 
break, was got under control. 


The Death-Roll. 


An Official report issued by the 
police authorities this morning 
confirms the main details and 
wives the list of casualties as one 
man, five boys, ‘and seven” females 
killed on the top floor; and two 
girls killed and two others injured 
by jumping from the first: floor. 
The only person ta escape un- 
injured from the building was the 
proprietor of the joss-paper shop, 
who was carried ott in the, nick 
of time. The family of Yuan 
Shiu-ming, a police interpreter, 
comprising his wife and two 
young children, were amongst 
those who perished, ‘They had 
moved Into the top Moor only a 
fortnight ago.

EINSTEIN ON HIS 
THEORY. 


‘THE FOUNDATIONS OF 
, RELATIVITY, 


Oxford, May 9, 

A large audience - gathered in 
Rhodes House to-day to hear Pro- 
fessor Albert Einstein give the 
first-of his three Rhodes memorial 
lectures upon “The Theory of 
Relativity: its Final Content and 
Present Problems.” He dealt to- 
day, in general, with the two 
fundamental branches of _ the 
theory. The sccond lecture will be 
on the cosmological problem, and 
the third. will deal with the Intest 
developments of theory. 

Professor Einstein delivered his 
lecture in German, and.a_transla- 
tion-might perhaps have been of 
some service to. the younger mem- 
bers of the University. His aud- 
fence to-duy was, of course, a dis- 
tinguished one, but the back of the 
hall was mainly filled by under. 
graduntes, Although - in | these 
days it {3 customary to demand a 
knowledge of German for a degree 
in pfiysics, nevertheless it would 
be unsafe to assume that the under- 
graduate has a sufficient acquaint- 
uince “With the language to follow 
Professor Elnutein through | the 
intricacies of his subject. 


The Relativity Theory. 


Professor Einstein spoke for a 
Hitle under-an hour. He uses 
very lite gesture, and the — only 
trick he has is of sliding his 
finiers up and down the edges of 
the desk, The voice is soft and 
pitched in a low key. ‘There is no 
emphasis, Throughout. his lecture 
to-day he hardly ever paused for a 
word. There was about the whole 
ceremony a plensant Informal at- 
mosphere: Professor Einstein wis 
not introduced to his audience, nor 
was there any vote of thanks when 
he had finished. 

The speelal theory of relativity, 
he explained, is finally | charac. 
terised by oa pseude-Buclidean 
metric in a four-dimensional space. 
Its physical basis is given in 
general by Maxwell's -electromag. 
netic equations and more especially 
by the aberration of light and the 


experiments of Fizeau and Michel-. 


son. Experiments has proved that 
it is impossible to detect the 
carth’s motion through apace.

For 
example, 2 man who makes or 
takes a bet does not brenk the law, 
but the man who uses a “place” 
or allows a place to be used for 
the making or taking of bets, 
does infringe the law.

within the meaning of the Act. 

It will thus be seen thal the 
whole system is a mass of con- 
fusions and contradictions. It 
arose’ out of a traditional English 
principle of dealing with each 
problem as it arises. The Parlia- 
ments that passed the betting laws 
did not disapprove. of betting, but 
they did ‘disapprove of gaming 
houses, which were evil and 
demoralising places. So they 
abolished them. They ‘did not 
disapprove of lotteries, which 
were a‘-productive means of 
raising money for the State. But 
they did disapprove of foreign 
lotteries ‘which competed | with 
their own; so they made foreign 
or other unauthorised lotteries 
illegal. There came a time when 
the home lottery was considered 
to be a demoralising thing, and 
then all' lotteries were made 
illegal. If Parliament had fore- 


seen Home Rule and a, Dominion” 


Government in Dublin, it might 
have dealt with this question dif- 
forently. Ast is, while ono Act 
makes tho conduct of a lottery in 
England unlawful, another and 
an earlier one punishes pnrtict- 
pation. in forcign lotteries. It is

-As-we remarked the other, day, 
the position {a not mado any tho 
cloarer from the fact that magia- 
trates In. various. panta of the 
country take varying views of the 
‘morality or culpability of the 
vendors of sweepstake tickets. 
For example, In a recent case, a 
Bench inflicted a small fine and 
recommended that the confisented 
money should be returned to the 
offender—n distinct intimation 
that ho should have another shot 
and risk whether he was found 
out or not! In other places, the 
law has-been rigidly administered. 
Obviously, this. is a most unsatis- 
factory state of affaira, but to 
it will raise very big 
Iasuea. Whethor the country a8 9 
whole is ready for wholesale 
revision of the gambling laws, to 
the extent of legalising certain 
sweepstakes and lotteries, may be 
open to question, Certnin sec- 
tlons of the community would 
undoubtedly oppose such a move- 
inent, but, on the other hand, there 
unre probably just us many people 
who tnke the opposite view. In 
the circumstances, it must be 
extraordinarily dificult for the 
Government to take a decided line 
one way or the other, None the 
less, the question will have to be 
faced, , 


Man‘’a Worst) Enemies, 
Two great enemies beset the hu- 
manity to-day, says Dr. George H. 
Crile, the famous American special. 
ist. They are infections and emo- 
tions; disease and fear, to put it 
more simply. In place of the claws, 
horns and fangs with which other 
animals protect themaclyves, man 
has only extremely high devetop- 
ment of certain parts of his brain. 
This, his greatest asactas, is also his 
grentest Hability. He literally con- 
sumes his brain with worry and 
Year. A long. grinding emotional 
strain my use up 100,000 brain 
cells. There may be a method of 
esenpe, says Dr. Crile, in an In: 
tellectual approach to the problem. 
The fear of death is the worst of 
man’s fears, for it begins as a child 
and continues into old age; but it 
isn fear that can be rationalised, 
Only when children are trained to 
understand the physical aspect of 
denth as a fact, will’ the race will 
be free of this terror. Sometimes 
it ecems as if. the whole story of 
the race’s climb from savagery to 
civilisation is simply a story 
of the discarding of fears. 
In the beginning, men feared 
everything they did not understand, 
and they understood little. The 
thunder, the night, . the wind, the 
‘glowing stars—all of these were 
profound mysteries, carrying a 
threat and a veiled menace, Even 
the fire that leaped upon the stone 
hearth in cave or forest hut wag a 
mystery—a thing to be propitiated, 
sometimes a thing to be worshipped, 
Wo have gone a long way since. 
Coming ‘down from the jungle, men 
scoff at things their sncestors 
shuddered at; make use of clemen- 
tal forcvs which put thelr fore- 
fathers in fright. Few fears re- 
main, and those grow fewer with 
each gencration, ‘Sometimes one is 
compelled to wonder if this‘is alto 
gether to the good, Fear is.a tyrant, 
but it serves one good purpose; it 
keeps n man in a state of becoming 
humility, The mysterious shadows 
nt the edges of existence may hide 
terrors, but they may also hide 
great possibilities. The myatic, 
flaming visions which help others 
to find beauty .and joy in life, fa 
usually «a man who is greatly 
frightened by the terror and the 
‘mystery he senses in the world. 
To abolish fear, as Dr. Crile ad- 
vises, is a splendid aim; but it will 
be bad for us if we abolish mystery 
aswell. We know almost too much 
‘about our world as it fs,

They want to erect skyscrapers 
where possible to widen 
atreots in order to relieve conges- 
tlon—that fa the sole and only and 
somowhat monotonous chant that 
accompanies this idea, Tho anti- 
eipated Incroase in rental revenuo 
is nover obtruded. 

We cannot ignore the osthetic 
aspect of this. Britain has many 
beautiful cities nnd their beauty 
is not-so much spectacular na n 
charm of character. Wo hear a 
good deal from time to time about

tho architectural beauty and geno- 
ral magnificence of recent build- 
ings of tho skyscraper type, but 
mere size is not everything, Any- 
thing more banal than the vast 
Pyramid of Cheops has seldom 
been concelved. 

Nor will the ssthetic side of 

this question ‘be treated lightly, 
for the average householder: and 
trustees are very much alive to 
the necessity for preserving the 
amenities. : : 
“An encouraging point for those 
who hope to preserve rational 
cities: 18 opposed to polymorphic 
monsters is that the ratepayers 
interested {n the hundreds of 
squares in London have asserted 
and proved thelr rights to pre- 
serve these from the onslaughts 
of speculators and the vandalism 
fof unsightly erections. 

A‘ trip through Middle Europe 
should be sufficient to cure our 
most hard-shelled _ iconoclast. 
There they have adopted the

So long as “tho authorities” con- 
centrate, however indirectly, on 
encoypraging ‘the immigrant to 
large cities by struggling to make 
room, so Jong will they find their 
human and vehicular. problem in-, 
creasing in precisely tha same 
ratio ag tholr efforts to cope with 
it.

Foochow, June 6. 

An attempt haa juat been made 
to set fire to one of the Mission 
Schoola in Foochow. In the win- 
ter of 1927-28 and the following 
apring, there was quite an epide- 
mic of Incendiarism in Foochow, 
no fewer than four valuable Mis- 
ston Schoot buildings and one or 
two private und = Goyenment 
schools: being destoyed by fire. 

Strangely enough, the. first 
achoal to “auffer. in October, 1927, 
fan institution called Foochow 
College, run under the auspices of 
the American Board Mission, — Is 
once more the victim, but this 
time the fire was discovered 
fore it really gained a hold 
waa extinguished without 
much dificulty. 

The attempt was made on Wed- 
nesday afternoon, in brend = day- 
light. The, students were revis- 
ing thelr work in preparation for 
the examinations and so were in 
the dormitory buildings —inatead 
of (as usual) in the classrooms, 
when they noticed smoke and 
flames breaking out almultancousty 
in two places, 

- Fortunately, immediite and suc- 
cessful efforts were made to put 
out the fire and in a short time 
it was extinguished without very 
much damage having been done, 

No explaination — of the occur: 
rence is fortheaming, It has not 
been discovered by whom the fire 
was kindled, nor is there, a9 far 
ne the writer is aware, any trouble 
in the School whieh might in any 
way account for the incident. The 
natural conclusion ja that there is 
an effort being made, perhaps not 
unconnected with Communists, to 
destroy education in veneral and 
Christian education in particular, 

One hopes that precautions will 
be taken both in Foochow College 
and all the vther schools in) Fu- 
kien to prevent a repetition of the 
destruction that took place in 
1927-28. .

SLANDER ACTION

CASE TERMINATES 
ABRUPTLY. 


PARTIES AGREE.

SPEECHES ON THE KING'S 
BIRTHDAY. 


OFFICIAL TRIBUTE. 


(Our Own Correspondent.) 


Foochow, June 4, 

Yesterday, being the King's 
Birthday; a reception was held at 
the British Consulate, where 
a Jarge company assembled, re- 
presenting all the nationallttes 
resident in’ Foochow, 

The Consul, Mr. A. J. Martin, 
invited those present to unite in 
drinking His Majesty's health, 
und made a short speech in which 
he epressed the gratification of 
all British ‘subjects at the King’s 
complete restorntion to ‘health and 
strength. He also remarked on 
the happier relations that “now 
subsist between the people of 
India and Britain, an indication 
that the word “Empire” or 
“Emperor” as applied to Britain 
or the British Sovereign, does not 
in any way conflict with the Idea 
of Democracy; in fact, the policy 
followed by King George V and 
hig Government compares favour- 
ably, with that of the Head of any 
Republican Government. 

Mr. Chen, representing the Pro- 
vineial Government, replied, 
expressing the satisfaction of the 
Government at.the friendly re- 
intions that cxist between the 
Chinese and the British peoples. 
He said that in his opinion this 
friendship is Jargely the result of 
two thiriga: the fact that British 
merchants have had dealings with 
the Chinese people for such a long 
time, Fuklen being one of the very 
first Provinces to be opened to 
foreign trade; and, secondly, the 
fact that practically ‘all . the 
British residents not engaged in 
trade are missionaries; who have 
by their activities in preaching 
the Gospel of Jesus’ Christ, in 
running schools which are widely 
hadmired for their good mannge- 
ment and resulta, and in establish- 
ing hospitals where the sick are 
looked after, won the affection 
and . confidence of the Chinese 
people. 

This considered and dollberate 
staterhent by the representative of 
the Provinolal Government made 
a great impression, and thare is 
no reason to doubt that it does 
fairly raprasent the attitude: not

There must be "a much - broader 
appeal to the nation” than the 
Conservative Party has yet offered, 
and one “free from the obsolete 
nntagoniams and inhibitions of the 
past.” There must be on earnest 
attempt “to meet fairly the popular 
doubts by whieh ‘the aim and 
method of Conservative policy are 
still in many quarters beset,” and 
to win over a aufficiently strong 
contingent of central thought and 
feeling. . 


If auch an alliance of national 
forces 13 to be-consummated, Sir 
Edward Grigg insists that. a 
prompt and definlte initiative must 
be shown by the Conservative 
leaders. He pays close attention 
to the analogy of 188G—in order 
to recall the part which Lord 
Randolph Churchill's overtures 
played in engineering the defeat of 
the Home Rule Bill, confirming the 
Liberal Unionists in their faith, 
and making them an_ effective 
power in the State.

The total catimated expenditure

The itemized statoment clasal- 
fles the varioua expenses Into five 
main headings; namely, cstablish- 
ment of special tribunals, Improve. 
ment of the prisons, additional 
judicial and ordinary administra- 
tive expenses, salaries, of forcizn 
advisers and other oxpenses in 
connexion therewith and travelling 
allowances for forelgn advisors, 


Tribunals First. 


The first appropriation to be 
made, by the Government shortly 
will amount to $1,289,900 which 
will be mainly for the purposo of 
establishing the spectul trigunals 
in. various Jocnlities throughout 
the country and other necessary 


expenses, 

The «Ministry of Judicial 
Administration is understood to 
have instructed -the various local 
authorities concerned to proceed 
immediately with the preparation 
so that the new tribunals can be 
rendy for taking over jurisdiction 
over ail foreign nationals poth in 
the port cities and in the interior, 

The new cells which will be 
constructed specially for convicted 
foreigners wil! be 3 metera high, 
$% metera long and 2 and two- 
fifths meters wide. These new 
regulation cella will be individual 
cells for one occupant only, 

The now special tribunals, it fa 
further stated, will be established 
in the various provincial high 
courts which will handle foreign 
cases exclusively.
